For some reason 
the Soviets insist on the technical- 
ity that the two are separate. 
And they are—technically. Actual- 
ly, the government is the creation 
of the party and accepts all party 
decisions. Nonetheless, the fact 
that Moscow certified both 
dorsements is meaningful.

The bill would continue for four 
years beyond next July 1 the re- 
quirement for all men to register 
at 18 and become subject to the 
draft from 18% to 26 years. 


Only the Army has been using 
this method of keeping up its 
strength. It asked for 9,000 men 
in February, 9,000 in January, 
8,000 in March and 7,000 for 
April. 

The bill also continues a system 
of special rental or quarters al- 
lowances for enlisted personnel in 
the lower ranks. By allotting part 
of their pay, their families re- 
ceive from $51.30 to $96.90 month- 
ly, varying with the number of 
dependents. Before World War II, 
low-ranking enlisted men with de- 
pendents were not accepted for 
military service.

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Unity’s Necessary 
On Berlin Squeeze 


Premier Nikita Khrushchev has re- 
turned to Moscow from Berlin, presum- 
ably with a full blueprint of the course 
the Soviet Union intends to follow on 
East Germany and in the Communist 
drive to oust the West from Berlin. 

In a full week of conferences, in 
which of course Khrushchev called the 
tune, details of a separate peace treaty 
with East Germany were included in the 
blueprint. Reports indicate Khrushchev 
is unyielding in his demand that Berlin 
be made a free city surrounded by Com- 
munists. Obviously this only would be 
a prelude, should the West agree, to a 
full Communist takeover of the whole 
city. 

These terms are not acceptable to the 
West. Without a settlement of the whole 
German problem, including reunifica- 
tion of East and West Germany, Berlin 
will be abandoned only if the West is 
driven out by force or if its forces are 
replaced by full-scale protection of the 
United Nations. 

Meanwhile, Western capitals are re- 
strained in their public statements, seek- 
ing every possible evidence of flexibility 
on the part of the Soviet leader. The 
softer line about negotiations and ex- 
tending the deadline offers some hope. 
They have grasped at straws in urging 
a foreign ministers meeting with the 
Soviet Union and possibly a summit. con- 
ference later in the year. 

But the West still will not accept the 
Soviet-dictated terms for such a con- 
ference dealing only with Berlin itself. 

There should be no misunderstanding 
at this stage on just how far the United 
States is willing to go to defend Berlin. 
While seeking compromises which would 
guarantee the security of Europe, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has declared that un- 
der no circumstances will we forsake the 
people of free Berlin or compromise on 
the principle of free access. 

Yesterday President Eisenhower re- 
affirmed his words and served notice*that 
use of force at Berlin would mean a nu- 
clear war. This is the strongest statement 
yet from the President, who has assumed 
full responsibility for American policy at 
Berlin. 

There is disagreement in Washington 
about which steps to take — differences 
between Democrats and Republicans and 
between. the White House and Congress. 
There still_is division about puilding up 
our military power to cope with what- 
ever comes. The administration ‘view, 
which doubtless will prevail, is to con- 
tinue our policy of calculated risk. 

These divisions at home are the cause 
of much uncertainty abroad. There must 
be unity at home and with our allies in 
the coming showdown which. contains 
the seeds of World War III if there is a 
serious miscalculation on anybody’s part. 
To surrender or to allow ourselves to be 
weakened at Berlin would be to give up 
all our security precautions everywhere.

It will take much more than a cursory 
examination to determine all that is wrong 
with the Milledgeville State Hospital. 


The promise has been made of “no 
whitewash efforts” in connection with the 
investigation which a committee of Geor- 
gia doctors will begin Sunday. Gov. Van- 
diver also has left the door open for the 
appointment of other groups to conduct 
a long-range study. 


The .two developments are at least 
grounds for hope that a genuine attempt 
will be made by the state to determine 
the true extent of shameful conditions 
at the institution and that remedial ac- 
tion will be taken. 


At the outset, though, it is obvious 
that more money will be necessary to im- 
prove the situation noticeably. The med- 
ical staff is inadequate. Employes are 
underpaid.

Waste and poor administration is to 
blame for part of the existing needs at 
Milledgeville. 


It now is estimated that a half million 
dollars annually can be saved the hos- 
pital through tightened purchasing meth- 
ods installed under the new state admin- 
istration. 


This means, then, that a half million 
dollars that conceivably could have been 
used to obtain more doctors, nurses and 
to supplement salaries of employes has 
been dissipated in payments for products 
that could have been obtained for less. 

By all means let the state effect the 


savings and devote same to the treatment 
of the mentally ill. 


As for those responsible for the bilking 
of the state hospital through inflated bids 
during the past state administration, 
theirs is the lowest form of political 
pillage.

Iraq’s Kassem Emerges 
As Pivotal Arab Ruler 


Defeat of the new revolt in Iraq is 
a victory for left-wing elements in 
this strife-torn country which has become 
the major Middle Eastern pawn in the 
struggle by Communists to gain a ma- 
jor foothold in the area. It also places a 
firm roadblock in the way of ambitions 
of President Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic to extend his empire. 

Premier Kassem of Iraq thus be- 
comes an important world figure.

But Kassem, who 
has much more experience as a military 
leader than as a ruler, managed to hold 
the loyalty of most of his army—the 
best-equipped fighting force in the Mid- 
dle East with the possible exception of 
the Israelis.

Communist takeover. Moscow’ has been 
more successful since the revolution of

Kassem is inept as a politician and

‘limited. Unless he can hold the country 


together as a military dictatorship, the 
Communists may gain the upper hand.

To many a teen-ager, the trou- 
ble with even the most. normal 
parents is that they worry todo 
much. They worry if we do the 
same things they did at our age, 
or they worry if we don’t do 
them. They are afraid we won't 
take advantage of all the oppor- 
tunities they missed. Most of all 
they seem constantly worried 
about our safety. Their worries 
make them say ‘“‘no” to a lot of 
things unreasonably. 


From our viewpoint as teen- 
agers, we figure if we're old 
enough. to be given the responsi- 
bility for baby-sitting, cleaning 
house, doing the family shopping, 
driving cars, solving complicated 
problems in physics or algebra 
(and getting an A sometimes) 
why aren’t we old enough to de- 
cide for ourselves things like 
what hour we should come home? 


In our house it was Mama 
Boone who sat up waiting until I 
came in. My mother, as I’ve al- 
ready said, has a temper that 
flares quickly; and if I was a 
little late, and worried her only a 
little, it sputtered up like a match 
and went out. But if I was a lot 
late, and she worried a lot, her 
relief at seeing me all in one 
piece didn’t put out the three- 
alarm fire that flared when she 
thought of the needless anxiety 
I'd put her through. 


I often resented this concern of 
hers about me until one Saturday 
night when Mama was in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., visiting her folks 
and Daddy was left in charge. I 
figured Daddy was a sensible 
man and would go peacefully to 
bed because he always got up at 
5:30 or 6 every morning to spend 
an hour preparing for his very 
popular Sunday school class. Any- 
way, it was 1:30 when Don Hen- 
ley and I drove up to my house 
and saw a light still burning 
downstairs. This wasn't in the 
script, so Don parked on down a 
way, and I sneaked back to look 
around. 


Just as I pushed my face 
against the window to see what 
was doing inside, my dad pushed 
his face against it to look outside 
for signs of his wandering boy— 
and there we were, nose to nose. 
That sudden view of Daddy’s wor- 
ried face startled me so that I 
yelped and ran halfway back to 
Don's car. But, of course, I just 
had to turn around and go inside 
and face what was coming. 


It wasn’t much. Daddy wasn’t a 
great one for fireworks. He ex- 
plained that with Mama away the 
responsibility for seing that I 
was safely in fell on him. He said 
Mama usually did it, not because 
women worry more, but because 
she felt it was part of her job 
and he needed sleep. He then said 
there would always be one of 
them waiting up for me. 


It was just as he started off to 
bed that he turned and said the 
few words that suddenly threw 
light for me on the whole situa- 
tion. “You see, Pat,” he said 
simply, “‘we care.” 


There was the answer to that 
question, “Why all the worry- 
ing?” It was, “We care!!” 


Most of the rules parents make, 
whether we think them right or 
wrong, don’t stem from mean- 
ness, or narrow-mindedness, or 
wanting to spoil. our fun. They 
are made because our parents 
care what happens to us.

Mothers never even get a day 
off and don’t even have a 
minimum wage. There is no 
Mother’s Union to protect her 
from long hours, hard work, 
and order a vacation with pay. 
Therefore I think we should 
give our mothers all the respect 
we Can and not only on Mother’s 
Day. 


Personally I am very glad I 
will never be a mother. 


Here are a few concrete sug- 
gestions I'd offer for getting along 
with normal parents. 


ONE: TRY A LITTLE EM- 
pathy: Empathy means putting 
yourself in the other guy’s shoes 
and trying to see and feel as 
he does in order to understand 
him better. 


It’s been my experience that 
to reach a harmonious solution 
always reqwires trying to see the 
other guys side. With parents 
this m trying to talk things 


over with them a little more rea- 
sonably. 


TWO: Give your parents credit 
for having once been young: If 
you. think they’ve forgotten their 
teen age, try to recall it by ask- 
ing questions about their youth 
(not sarcastic questions, but hon- 
est, interested ones!). Discuss 
what they thought, did, what 
problems they faced, how their 


parents handled them. It may 
give you a clue to what they are 
thinking and feeling regarding 
your teen age. 


Usually some place in this re- 
gion of the past is the explana- 
tion as to why they want you to 
be “popular,” or play the piano, 
or football, or learn fancy em- 
broidery. Sometimes prohibitions 
are based on mistakes they 
made, and being pushed is based 
on things they wanted to do but 
never got a chance to. 


Once you have got your clue, 
you can then explain that no two 
people were ever created alike 
and that these are the things that 
interest you. If you can touch a 
memory chord while you are 
both thinking in these teen-age 
terms there will be a closeness 
and understanding that cannot 
happen any other way. 


THREE: Dime Insurance—This 
is a simple, practical step that 
works wonders with worried par- 
ents. In our circle it started with 
a mother who had once worked 
on a newspaper. A newspaper 
“must” is to call the city desk 
after every assignment. She said 
one of the most interesting things 
she learned was that there were 
telephones all over town — in 
movie houses, gas stations, drive- 
ins, private homes, schools—that 
any child of 10 could learn to use. 


When her son went out she 
handed him a dime to put in his 
shoe. “Now that is my dime,” 
she’d say. “It is to be used only 
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to call me. If you call me a few 
minutes before 
home, tell me whére you are, 
how much longer within reason 
you expect to be, I'll give you 
that much grace because I won't 
worry.” It worked so well a lot 
of guys and gals adopted this 
method. It’s another case of cour- 
tesy or consideration for others 
oiling the machinery of good 
relations. 


FOUR: Try to imagine life 
with a different set of parents: I 
actually knew a pair of girls 
once who exchanged parents for 
a brief. period. Each had been 
singing the virtues of the other’s 
parents at home. The mothers 
met and compared notes at a 
PTA meeting. These very intelli- 
gent women decided to let the 
girls have a taste of what the 
other’s home life was like. You 
can imagine what happened. 


After I heard about this, I tried 


friends, and . . . well, I decided 
I'd stick to the ones I had. I was 
used to ’em, Besides . . . they 
cared, and this simple experi- 
ment showed me that so did I

The program of reform will be 
discussed in some detail in an- 
other article. But now let’s look 
at the Kansas mental health pic- 
tures as it was in 1948, and see 
what brought about the reform. 


Kansas’ three state mental hos- 
pitals in 1948 had a total of 15 
physicians, three psychologists, 
three therapists and 350 aides. 
Including business and mainten- 
ance personnel, there were 654 
employees. 

Confined in the three hospitals— 
in Topeka, Osawatomie and 
Larned—weré more than 5,000 
patients. The only “‘illness’” of 
hundreds of these patients was old 
age. Hundreds of others were 
wasting away when just a little 
psychiatric treatment could have 
restored them to useful lives. 


The 15 doctors had all they 
could do to tend to the patients’ 
physical ailments, and sometimes 
they did not have time for this. 
Some patients died of neglect. 


With one doctor responsible for 
more than 300 patients, it was 
largely a matter of trying to pro- 
long their miserable existence. 


Then, too, the hospitals had to 
depend on the “backwash”’ of the 
medical profession for part of 
what small staffs they did have. 
Most doctors were not willing to 
take low-paying positions which 
carried even lower prestige. 


An atmosphere of hopelessness 
was prevalent in practically every 
section of the hospitals. 


A reporter who toured the hos- 
pitals at the time wrote of “two 
long lines of men and women in 
rocking chairs, hopelessly rocking 
away the hours and days and 
months and years.” 


These poor souls were not really 
mentally ill. They were crazy. 
They were not treated in hos- 
pitals. They were confined in 
insane asylums. 


: 


That, in substance, was the pub-' 
lic attitude, 


The hospitals were a political 

nest, where people got 
soft jobs and were hired not be- 
cause of what they knew but 
whom they knew. 


Kansas was paying $1.06 a day 
to feed, clothe and house each 
patient in its mental hospitals— 
and this cost was supposed to 
cover medical care, too. 


The state reaped what it sowed. 
A patient who entered one of the 
three mental hospitals faced the 
morbid odds of two-to-one that he 
would not emerge alive. 


While the reform movement be- 
gan to take shape in 1948, it was 
some time before many changes 
were made and reflected in over- 
all treatment of the mentally ill. 


Dr. William V. Howard Jr. of 
Macon, Ga., young psychiatrist 
who now is director of the Topeka 
State Hospital's out-patient clinic, 
joined the hospital’ staff in the 
early part of the reform. 


Dr. Howard, a 1943 graduate of 
Emory University Medical School, 
an intern at Atlanta’s Grady Hos- 
pital in 1943-44 and a psychiatrist 
with the Atlanta regional Veterans 
Administration office in 1947, vi-

Thus, even two years after re- 
form began, conditions at the 
Kansas hospitals still were far 
from ideal. 


It was two incidents that oc- 
curred at the Topeka hospital in 
1948 that sparked the reform and 
ultimately changed Kansas’ snake- 
pits into mental hospitals. At this 
time, the hospital had 1,800 
patients and only five doctors, 
one of whom was an alcoholic. 


A new, economy-minded super- 
intendent incurred the wrath of 
the medical staff when he cut 
out expensive drugs and time- 
consuming examinations. Three of 
the five doctors, one of the two 
nurses and the only psychologist 
promptly resigned. 

The resignations led to investi- 
gations of hospital conditions by 
Kansas newspapers, which had 
previousty printed many stories 
that were more or less ignored 
by an apathetic public. 


The public began to pay atten- 
tion now.

Any firm area or 
lump should be reported immedi- 
ately. Sometimes firm areas of 
tissue are caused by chronic mas- 
titis or by cysts which may not 
need surgery, but the doctor 
should make the decision on this 
point, 

There is a type of tumor called 
lipoma, found under the skin or 
superficial tissues in any location 
of the body, and occasionally even 
inside the abdomen. They may 
be very small or grow to a size 
which causes pressures on nerves 
or muscles. 


They are harmless as far as 
malignancy is concerned, except 
for those within the abdomen. If 
they are unsightly they should 
be removed for cosmetic rea- 
sons, and if they cause pain by 
pressure on nerves they should 
be removed for that reason. 


There are other kinds of benign 
tumors, small and large, but the 
reason for this discussion is sim- 
ply to call‘your attention to the 
fact that you need not be fright- 
ened at the sudden discovery of 
an abnormal lump. You should, 


what it is and if something should 
be done about it.

The fight for the General, War Between the States locomotive 
now located at Union Station, Chattanooga, bids fair to wax hot. 
The locomotive belongs to the State of Georgia, but it has been 


sitting up there in Chattanooga so long the folks there think they 
own it. 


They’d better be careful, up there in Chattanooga. If we 
Georgians get mad enough, we might renew our very valid 


a, and all of Copper Hill. The strip has 
been valued at $100,000,000, and that was a prewar evaluation. 


GEORGIA’S CLAIM AN ANCIENT ONE 


Here’s where Georgia's claim comes in: King George II of 
England, in making the grants for Georgia, established the north- 
ern boundary at the 35th parallel, north. That was in 1732, more 
than half a century before Tennessee even came into existence. 


The Georgia constitution calls for the same boundary, and so 
does Tennessee’s. Well, no quarrel yet, but in 1818 a commission 
comprised of members from both states met to determine exactly 
where that old 35th parallel was. They didn’t know it at the time. 
but they had some faulty instruments and drew the line a good 
bit south of where it should have been. 


SLICE OF PROPERTY IS WEDGE-SHAPED 


The slice of Tennessee which should be in Georgia is slightly 
wedge-shaped, being only three-quarters of a mile wide at the 
North Carolina border, but a mile-and-a-half wide at Chattanooga. 


Other surveyors discovered the 1818 error and the dispute 
has raged back and forth ever since. It was in the news as 
late as 1947~—and, sure enough, here it is again. 


If Georgia does repossess land as well as locomotive, it will 
get such places as Raccoon Mountain, Scratch Ankle Hollow, 
Pulltight Hollow, and Patterson’s Mill. But it will also get about 
40 blocks of Chattanooga suburb St. Elmo, 100 blocks of East Lake 
and also part of East Ridge. Anybody living south of Missionary 
Ridge would have the distinct honor of being a Georgian.

How does pork stay in the food news? It’s the 
‘ time of year when the meat is reasonable and in 
plentiful supply. Bacon users will find it low in price 
* and sausage is within budget reach, too. Pork roasts, 
- chops and spareribs have been declining, too. 


Usually beef supplies are low- 

* er in March than other seasons, 
but this vear, they are already 
increasing, reports Mrs. Betty 
Alexander, extension consumer 
information specialist. Much of 
it continues to be of high qual- 
ity, tender beef that has been 


appearing for several months. 
Watch for individual markets to 
feature beef specials on differ- 
ent retail cuts as weeks go by. 


Consumers will find a good 
supply of fish and _ shellfish 
products available for Lenten 
menus. Good supplies of canned 
tuna and salmon are appearing 
at reasonable prices. 


LIMITED SUPPLY 


Strawberries in very limited 
supply are slowly coming into 
some markets. These do have 
the disadvantage of having ear- 
ly season prices on them. Avo- 

‘cados are at last week’s level, 
but grapefruit is still leading 
the fruit parade and are sold 
both in bulk and bagged form. 


Oranges, lemons and apples 
are wearing attractive price 
tags, supplies are abundant. 
The supply of fresh pineapple 
has increased, and prices are 
reasonable. Bananas claim good 
quality and pleasing prices. 


Most supplies of fresh vege- 
tables are in adequate supply to 
meet consumer demand. Pole 
beans have advanced some at 
wholesale level, but will be of- 
fered here and there wearing 
attractive price tags. New po- 
tatoes from Florida are plenti- 
ful and pleasing in price. 


CONTINUE LOW 


Advanced prices are found on 
cucumbers and peppers, due to 
heavy rains in producing areas. 
Tomatoes and lettuce prices are 
at last week's levels with so- 
called features here and there 


on tomatoes. Economical ve- 
getables are Irish potatoes, 
greens ‘turnip and mustard), 


carrots, cabbage and celery. 
Advance in onion prices is seen, 
because of heavy rains in 
Texas. 


Broiler fryer prices continue 


low. These tender birds are 
ideal for oven frying, to use 
for indoor barbecues, or for 
early spring cook outs. Food 
shoppers will find favorable 
supplies and prices on all sizes 
of eggs, with large size eggs 
giving the most for your money. 
Remember to buy eggs from 
refrigerated cases at the store, 
and keep them refrigerated at 
your home, At room tempera- 
ture, eggs can lose as much 
quality in three days as they 
can in two weeks in the refrig- 
erator. 


Ask a man where potatoes 
came from and he'll probably 
say, “Ireland, where else?” 
Not so, however. South Amer- 
ica can claim the origin of 
this important vegetable. And, 
potatoes have a yearly valua- 
tion greater than that of any 
other vegetable crop in the 
world. 


FOOD VALUE 


Potatoes are the oft-slandered 
food bargain! Few foods offer 
so much food value for so little 
cost as do potatoes. And, few 
foods are more slandered by 
food faddists. 


One medium-sized potato, 
when boiled in its jacket, sup- 
plies the following average food 
requirements: vitamin C, 25 per 
cent; niacin, thiamine and iron, 
8-10 per cent; protein, ribo- 
flavin and food energy, 4 »er 
cent. 


The bargain may be stated 
in monetary values. One survey 
shows that the average family 
spends 2 per cent of their food 
budget for potatoes. For the 2 
per cent spent, they receive in 
return the following daily needs: 
vitamin C, 10 per cent; niacin, 
thiamine and iron, 4-6 per cent;

The Modern Novel Is Not Dead?! 
. Its Still Alive and Kicking 


When the mail is mean it eases me 
to read of the struggles of the good writ- 
ers. 


Even the best ones turn from their 
labors once in a while and haul off and 
say something in defense of their craft 
er something which clarifies a little bit 
what they have said in the past or are 
trying to say now. And although defense 
seldom seems necessary to me, what they 
bring out is often warming and cheering 
and inspiring. 


Recently while looking for something 
else at the public library I came upon a 
volume called ‘“‘The Living Novel’ and I 
picked it up because it was edited by 
Granville Hicks and took it home with 
me because it had pieces in it by two 
Georgians, Paul Darcy Boles of Atlanta 
and Flannery O’Connor of Milledgeville. 


The taking off point of this book seems 
to have been the statement of a critic—or 
perhaps several critics—that the novel is 
dead. Since I don’t for a minute believe 
that, I wasn’t so interested in the argu- 
ments marshaled to prove that it is alive 
and kicking as some of the other things 


. have meant much to him all his life and 


of the feeling of a writer—‘‘the part of 
me ... busy somewhere else .. . atten- 
tive to whispers that come out of the liv- 
ing past, like mocking smoke left from 
recent campfires.” 


He mentions some of these ‘‘whispers”’ 
from the past and they are delightful. 
There are bits of family stories and things 
like this: “The voice of my grandfather, 
telling about the fine pack of hounds he 
used to own, telling of them on ‘coon hunts 
on foggy autumn nights in Indiana: ‘Now, 
Ruby had the best tongue; ah, she had 
the purtiest beller .. .’” 


Sometimes the whisper is from D. H. 
Lawrence and what he whispers is pass- 
ing fair: ““To be alive, to be whole man 
alive: That is the point. And at its best, 
the novel, and the novel supremely, can 
help you. It can help you not to be a 
dead man in life.’ 


Flannery O’Connor’s part in the sym- 
posium was especially interesting and, I 
confess, somewhat surprising to me be- 
cause of what she had to say about the 
relation of religion to writing. Now Miss 


Reader’s Digest. But listen to what she 
has to say: 


“. . I am no disbeliever in spiritual 
purpose and no vague believer. I see from 
the standpoint of Christian orthodoxy. This 
means that for me the meaning of life is 
centered in our Redemption by Christ, and 
that what I see in the world I see in its 
relation to that. I don’t think that is a 
position that can be taken halfway or one 
that is particularly easy in these times to 
make transparent in fiction.” 


And further: “My own feeling is that 
writers who see by the light of tveir Chris- 
tian faith will have, in these times, the 
sharpest eyes for the grotesque, for the 
perverse, for the unacceptable. . The 
novelist with Christian concerns will find 
in modern life distortions which are re- 
pugnant to him, and his problem will be 
to make these appear as distortions to an 
audience which is seeing them as natural; 
and he may well be forced to take ever 
more violent means to get his vision 
across to this hostile audience.”

In typical Veeck fashion, it wasn’t a routine pennant. The script 
read like something out of Hollywood, for the Tribe won the flag in 
a playoff with the Boston Red Sox. Manager Lou Boudreau belted 
two dramatic homers to sink the Sox, and the Indians tommy- 
hawked the Braves in the World Series, 


Veeck soon sold his interest in the club, but he left Cleveland 
many things to remember him by. And, in case the memory dims, 
they can still eheck the records. Milwaukee, Los Angeles, New 
York or no other team has sold as many tickets as Bill Veeck’s 
1948 Tribe. A combination of winning baseball and Veeck show- 
manship pulled in a record 2,620,627. And there are many others 
such as the turnout of 86,288 for a World Series game, the largest 
crowd ever to see a game. 


—Baseball Needs More .300 Thinkers 


Veeck and his bride, Mary Ackerman, turned off the bright 
lights in Cleveland and retired to a ranch in Tucson. But Veeck 
loves the roar of the crowd and all the trimmings, and he returned 
to the game in 1951. 


There was more roaring than crowds in St. Louis where Veeck 
pitched his tent as ringmaster of the late and lamented Browns. 
Veeck’s promotional skill was put to the supreme test. Though the 
eighth-place Browns lost consistently, Veeck may have achieved 
his greatest success. The club drew more than 500,000 in 1952, more 
than the pennant-winning edition had pulled a decade before. 


‘From a personal standpoint,”’ Veeck told Hal Lebovitz in 
an interview for the Sporting News, ‘1952 was the best year I 
ever had in baseball. That whole year was a high for me during 
my stay in St. Louis.” 


Certainly Veeck never worked harder, for he made 340 speeches 
in St. Louis and surrounding areas. Not even Veeck could talk fans 
into watching a carnival and an eighth-place club. So, when August 
Busch made his move for the Cardinals, Bill made a move for the 
nearest exit—a gold mine he had spotted in the baseball sky in 
Milwaukee. Lou Perini already had a minor league claim staked 
out, however, and blocked the transfer. 


Veeck tried to follow Horace Greeley'’s advice, but his fellow 
moguls nixed a shift to Los Angeles. He then attempted to make 
Baltimore a major league city, but again the red light was flashed. 


Baseball stuffed-shirts are opposed to outspoken men with un- 
orthodox ideas, and they vigorously opposed Veeck. Thus, after 
another dry run on the Brownie reservation, Veeck bowed out and 
the club moved to Baltimore without him. 


Scouting, baseball spade work on the Coast, various promotions 
and a public relations firm have kept Veeck busy, if not happy, in 
recent years. 


Now, he’s returning to baseball, a game in dire need of more 
.300 thinkers in the front office.

to come up with some experience so incredible 
that he hardly believes it himself. 


Getting “strikes” by tin cans, old tires and 
assorted worthless merchandise is not exception- 
al. Sooner or later most of us snag our share of 
burlap sacks, abandoned trotlines and refuse 
dumped into the lake by either stupid or occasion- 
al outdoors people. 


But one fellow, Billy Thomas, fishing in 
Grundy Lakes up in Tennessee, is probably will- 
ing to give up fishing for fish and devote his time 
exclusively to inanimate objects. Billy’s catch 
was a mass of rotten cloth on the end of his line. 
Inside was a bundle of old paper bank notes dat- 
ing back to 1902! That one “‘strike’’ yielded him 
$685 in cold (and wet) cash. 


It’s a recognized and practically scientific fact 
that the “big ones always get away.’’ But few of 
these tragedies top the tale of the guy who came 
back to the dock at Center Hill Lake (also in 
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The Preparade 


Tennessee) with the ‘“‘tooth’ of some outlandish 
creature he had hooked and lost. 


He didn’t say how strong his line was to ex- 
tract this monster’s molar, which was about two 
inches long, tapered to a sharp end and had a 
serrated, or saw-toothed, edge. He turned it over 
to one of the game conservation officers, who 
sent it in to the Game and Fish Commission for 
identification. 

Gene Ruhr, a commission biologist, identified 
it as the dorsal spine of a carp that weighed 
about five pounds. Nobody in that neck of the 
woods has yet been able to figure out what horse- 


power carp could pull its own dorsal fin off on 
the end of a fishing line. 


Out of Texas comes the story of a game war- 
den’s dilemma. He was watching a dragline op- 
erator cut into the dam of a lake. When the buck- 
et came out of the water, it contained several big 
carp. Here’s the dilemma part: The Texas game 


law prohibits anyone between the ages of 17 and 
65 from fishing with a “winding device” unless 
he has a fishing license. The operator had no 
license, but he did have the winding device that 
weighed some 14 tons. The story is that the war- 
den made a picture as evidence, but so far has 
made no case. 


Listen to this one out of Missouri: A crappie 
fisherman in upper Bull Shoals Lake forgot his 
anchor, so he used the chain with which he locked 
his boat, and securely attached a big rock to 
its end as an anchor. When he was through fish- 
ing, the rock was caught on the bottom and there 
was no way he could move it. The other end was 
held by an iron ring through the bow of his boat. 
He sat for four hours through a rainstorm before 
help finally came from another angler who just 
happened to have a hacksaw in his fishing kit. 

Strange tales? Not at all. They’re the things 
and stuff that happen to fishermen. And if you've 
dangled your angle long enough, you'll have a 
tale of your own.

Arlie Wilson, at 72, holds the strike line as well as he ever 
did—for a 204 average—because he adjusted his footwork gradually 
with the years. What he did could benefit every bowler after 55.

As one gets older the legs 
no longer trek easily. or accur- 
ately—in long = stride—even 
though the ball doesn’t neces- 
sarily feel heavier.

_ , Ad Tactics Puzzle 
In Steel Industry 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


The steel industry and the steelworkers’ union 
are at present waging a heated advertising battle for 
public sympathy and support in the upcoming contract 
negotiations. : 

But it has some mystifying overtones. 


Particularly puzzling is the campaign tactic of United Steel- 
workers of America president David J. McDonald. 


By way of example, the series of union ads addressed to vari- 
ous of the nation’s major industries recently included a “‘Memo 
to—The Textile and Garment Industries,” asking: 


“How many new suits could you sell with an 
extra billion dollars?’’ 


Now, this seems to imply that all of the na- 
tion’s steelworkers will rush out to spend all of 
the wage increase they hope to get on new suits. 


And maybe they will. 

But by the same token, other ads in this 
series single out other industries for the same 
pitch—asking how many cars or how many wash- 
ers and dryers or how many this or how many 
that could be sold for an extra billion dollars. 


As anyone who uses “‘a thinking man’s filter’ 
can see, this raises two questions: 


1. How is steelworker chief McDonald going to spread the 
billion-dollar wage increase he seems to be after around in such a 
way that each of the industries romanced in his ads will be able 
to sell an extra billion dollars worth of its goods to the 1,250,000 
steelworkers? 


2. Or is McDonald really planning to tell the steel industry that 
its employes should be granted a wage increase that will equal 
an extra billion dollars multiplied by the number of other indus- 
tries singled out in the ad series? 


Lest you misunderstand, we're not arguing pro or con on the 
wage increase proposal.

We are simply questioning certain assertions. 


Similarly, you might recall with raised eyebrows some state- 
ments of estimated an actual financial results of the last contract 
between the steelworkers and the industry. 


In mid-1956, U.S. Steel announced a general price increase of 
$6 or $8 a ton, which the company said would be insufficient to 
offset the higher labor costs resulting from the just-negotiated 
wage hike. 


But even some conservative businessmen we know expressed 
incredulity when reminded of this assertion upon seeing U.S. Steel’s 
annual report some six mionths later. 


For it showed that, despite a substantial drop in tonnage from 
the amount sold the previous year, profits rose sharply to a record 
high of 10 cents or so on the dollar of sales! 


And that brings up another question pertinent to the union’s 
current advertising campaign. 


San Francisco Joins 


WASHINGTON (#—The Feder- 
al Reserve Board Wednesday 
authorized the San Francisco 
Reserve Bank to raise its dis- 
count rate to 3 per cent from 
2\ per cent, effective tomorrow. 


Half of the 12 reserve banks 
now have acted to boost the rate 
—the interest charged member 
banks when they borrow from 
the reserve system. The increas- 
es are expected to spread to 
the other six banks later. 


Rates were increased to 3 per 
cent earlier by the reserve banks 
at New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Dallas and Boston. 


PICTURE THE SAME 


7 Pet. in U.S. 
Still Out 
Of Work. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The na- 
tion’s job picture remained about 
the same between January and 
February. Approximately seven 
out of every 100 workers were un- 
employed. 


A new government jobs survey 
put out Wednesday by the Com- 
merce and Labor departments 
showed that both employment and 
unemployment rose slightly in Feb- 
ruary, but by amounts so small 
they were regarded as negligible. 


February employment was 62,- 
722,000, up 16,000 from January and 
an increase of 734,000 from Febru- 
ary 1958. Unemployment totaled 
4,749,000, up 25,000 from January, 
and an improvement of 424,000 
from the recession month of Feb- 
ruary last year. 


The ratio of unemployment to 
the entire labor force was seven 
per cent in January. When ad- 
justed for seasonal factors it was 
6 per cent. From its recéssion 
peak of 7.6 per cent last August, 
the seasonal ratio declined to 5.9 
per cent in November, rose to 6.1 
in December, declined to 6.0 in 
January and rose to 6.1 again in
